Committee to vote for full-day or half-day

WILMINGTON - The School 
Committee will be deciding on 
Wednesday, March 28th, 
whether or not to transition to a 
full-day kindergarten program. 
Historically, the town has run a 
half-day program for kinder- 
garten students. 

More and more districts in the 
Commonwealth are offering 
full-day programs, and the find- 
ings of the Early Childhood 
Longitudinal Study- 
Kindergarten Cohort (ECLS-K) 
indicate that the increase in 
class time is reaping long-term 
rewards for the students. The 
ECLS-K is an ongoing study 
that focuses on children's early 
school experiences beginning 
with kindergarten and follow- 
ing children through middle 
school. The study was initiated 
with the kindergarten class of 
1998-1999 and includes more 
than 8,000 students with diverse 
backgrounds in more than 500 
public schools throughout the 
country. 

Previous studies, according to 
Wilmington Assistant 
Superintendent of Schools 
Joanne Benton, have concen- 
trated solely on low-income and 
children-at-risk, resulting in 
skewed findings. The ECLS-K, 
however, has found that chil- 
dren who attend full-day 
kindergarten programs spend 
30 percent more time on read- 
ing and literature, and 46 per- 
cent more time on mathemat- 


ics than those attending half- 
day programs, resulting in

Czech Yourself 


Sometimes there is i 
prettier than an open field. It's 
difficult to not appreciate a 
lush, grassy, rolling terrain 
sprinkled with small oases of 
trees. Something about mead- 
ows seem hopeful to me; a 
place where clouds don't cast 
grey shadows. Fifteen minutes 
outside of Prague is a clearing 
like this. It's green; it's flat; it 
certainly is an open field, but 
there's something ominous 
about it. The grassland is the 
town of Lidice, and there is 
nothing hopeful about it. 

In June of 1942, Nazi troops 
leveled the town of Lidice pure- 
ly as an act of retaliation. On 


governor of Bohemia and 
Moravia in the Czech Republic, 
in an assassination attempt. 
Heydrich died on June 4, leav- 
ing Hitler infuriated and on a 
mission to find and destroy 
Heydrich's _ killers. The 
Gestapo presumed Heydrich's 
killers were hiding in Lidice 
and consequently, the entire 
village became victim of 
Hitler's wrath. 


death was equiva- 
lent to a smell that wafted 
through the air. 

When the residents of Lidice 
were eradicated, the Nazi 
troops torched and destroyed 
every building left in the town 
including the sole church and 
cemetery. After completely 
razing Lidice, the Nazi's 
returned home and wiped the 
town off every German map in 
print as if it were easy and just 
to simply erase an entire com- 
munity and culture from exis- 
tence. In total, 340 people per-

Lidice began its tragic, and 
unjust, demise. Per order of 
Hitler, the 173 men and boys of 
the village were ordered out of 
their homes and executed by 
gunfire at a local farm. In the 
days that followed, the chil- 
dren were taken away from 
their mothers and sent to 
Chlemno, a_ concentration 
camp in Poland where they 
were gassed and killed within 
minutes, while their mothers 
were sent to Ravensbruck, a

The day I visited Lidice, the 
weather was unusually frigid, 
but enjoying a warm, sunshine 
filled day would seem unfitting 
in this particular locale. When 
we arrived all there was to see 
was the field and a building 
that housed a small, yet 
poignant, museum. Coating 
the walls of the museum were 
photographs of each of the 340 
victims’ smiling and perform- 


unique from any other memor- 
ial I've encountered in Europe 
thus far. It hides nothing and 
the symbolism of the statue is 
obvious, but not tacky, which 
obvious things tend to be. The 
memorial is a bronze sculpture 
of 82 larger than life-sized chil- 
dren overlooking the valley 
where their homes once stood. 
Each child is holding onto one 
another, dressed simply, and 


people. They returned home to 
search for their children abd 
after two years discovered 
only 17 Lidice children were 
alive, The village was rebuilt, 
but not in its original spot, but 
did it even matter? It's easy to 
rebuild houses, but to rebuild a 
community and family was 
near impossible for those left 
in Lidice. 

World War II history has 
always fascinated me, bt 
through books I've been able to 
observe from a safe, educa- 
tional, and emotionally 
detached distance. It's easy to 
unfasten oneself from the 
printed word, but being inra 
place where a devastating his- 
torical event happened hasra 
tendency to transport your 
mindset back in time. It's hakd 
to not want to ask the unah- 
swerable question and wonder 
what happened when the sur- 
vivors returned “home”. atid 
thought, “There's no one left,” 


Are we better off now? 


As a child I was brought up in 
a non-affluent community, 
East Boston, MA. It was a 
small world that many of our 
parents never left. All their 
needs for living were within 
their reach. Family and most 
relatives were within a ten- 
mile range. Getting together 
for a visit or a holiday was a 
simple task. I was fortunate to 
live with many relatives. A 
twenty-room house made this 
possible. I was never alone. I 
lived with two aunts, three 
uncles, grandfather, grand- 
mother, and my parents. I was 
surrounded by love and a com- 
plete support system. 

Even though none of us had a 
car, all essentials were avail- 
able to us. The bakery and all 
the necessary food stores were 
within walking distance.

We were able 
to feel close to each sales clerk 


milkmen, icemen, knife sharp- 
eners, coal for fuel, and appli- 
ance salesmen all came to our 
homes. Can you imagine the 
gas savings if it were today?

The elder- 
ly and sick were sheltered in 
their own homes.

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Quick Health Tips 


One thing I hope to bring to my 
readers is the knowledge to 
learn from my experiences as a 
health provider. This will hope- 
fully help people understand 
both sides of the spectrum. So 
my question today is this. Why 
are some things done impulsive- 
ly and others due to procrasti- 
nation? Let's discuss the latter. 

Maybe procrastination isn't 
the correct term. When we pro- 
crastinate, we know that some- 
thing needs to be done, however, 
we wait until the last possible 
moment to do it. When it comes 
to our health we may not know, 
in fact, that something needs to 
‘be done. In health matters, not 
taking action is often a recipe 
for further and more detrimen- 
Jal consequences, 

On one side of the coin we're 
finding that an increasing num- 
hor of people are being proac- 

ive about their health. More 
and more people are now look- 
ing to stay healthy for the long 
term even when they feel good. 
1 e families, young 
to old, that are healthy, happy 
ind want to stay that way. On 
the flip side, however - and still 
(he majority - are the others 
vho follow a more reactive 
\pproach to health, 

For my typical day in the 
office, such a story usually tran- 

pires along these lines. Patient 
\ says “I had pain that I just 
thought would go away.....but it 
didn't, I've learned to live with 
it but now...” 

After that the talk goes spiral- 
ing, most often down hill. 

The typical symptoms patient 

\ is talking about usually can 
last anywhere from one month 
to ten years, 

Hearing the pain in their voice, 
I remain perplexed that people 
would choose to exist in a state 
of pain when there is often some 
form of treatment to help. 

So let me give you a few rea- 
sons for not waiting for pain to 
just “go away”, 


Don’t wait 


One reason not to wait is 
known as neurological learning. 
Yes, the body actually learns a 
pattern and adapts to the mold - 
good or bad. And once the body 
has adapted to a pattern, it cer- 
tainly doesn't like to change. If 
it could, more people could quit 
smoking on a whim or stop feel- 
ing the need to “crack” their 
knuckles every twenty minutes. 

Change takes time. That is 
why I tell people the longer they 
have had a problem the more 
time it often takes to benefit 
from significant changes in 
health. The longer the wait, the 
longer it takes to heal. And 
sometimes, the healing ability 
all-together is less due to a lack 
of early intervention. 

The reason | chose my career 
path stemmed from my own 
intervention. Not-so-lucky for 
me I inherited some unhealthy 
spinal traits, among others, 
from my mother. Prior to my 
schooling, my mother had 
undergone three back surgeries. 
I won't bore you with the details 
but let me just tell you that part 
of my mother - and I'm not talk- 
ing Pamela Anderson - is plas- 
tic. 

I began experiencing similar 
symptoms as my mother the 
other day when I turned sixteen. 
Alright, so it was many moons 
ago. My point is I was not about 
to sit still and let the problem 
change my life. As I've men 
tioned previously, my mother 
sent me to a chiropractor and 
I've remained a loyal patient 
ever since. I was not about to 
succumb to the same fate my 
mother had. I have remained 
surgery and pain-free ever 
since, as long as I take care of 
myself. However, I make sure 
that I remain proactive, because 
when I don't I feel the changes 
To make a long story short, | 
didn't wait for my body to take 
the turn. I made the rules. I got 
help. 

What is the moral of my anec- 


dote? Pain is your body's way of 
saying “Something is abnor- 
mal.” If you experience pain 
and three months later the pain 
has not abated, or maybe it has 
worsened, there's a problem. 
Small injuries, like a bruise or 
minor contusion should take 
short periods to heal. If any 
type of pain perpetuates, your 
body is telling you to that the 
problem must be addressed. 

During these periods of pain, 
people often turn to over the 
counter or prescription pain 
medications. I always advise 
caution when this route is cho- 
sen. v 

Pain-reducing medications 
only mask symptoms, the prob- 
lem still The resultant 
lack of pain can make a person 
a little more risky when it 
comes to performing tasks that 
probably wouldn't be done oth- 
erwise. 

Also, the rate of side affects 
for long-term non-steroidal anti- 
inflammatories (NSAIDs) like 
aspirin, Alleve, Advil, Motrin 
and Naprosyn is staggering. A 
web site co-sponsored by the 
American Gastroenterological 
Association discloses that an 
estimated 16,500 Americans will 
die this year from stomach 
bleeding due to NSAIDs use. 
Additionally, an estimated 
103,000 people this year will be 
hospitalized due to stomach 
bleeding or severe ulcer attacks. 

Directions for NSAIDs clearly 
warn that the products should 
be used for the purpose of tem- 
porary relief of ten days or less, 

under strict medical 
However, many 
pople self-medicate with these 
products for extended periods. 
You probably know someone 
who is now or has taken these 
drugs on a regular basis for 
months or years. 

I find that the people who “live 
with pain” often end up with a 
much more severe problem 
later. In my office, that type of

But 
not all dogs are tolerant to the 
cold, Puppies, smaller dogs and 
older dogs should not be left 
outdoors when the temperature 
falls below 40 degrees 
Fahrenheit. With proper shel- 
ter, all other dogs should be 
safe down to 20 degrees 
Fahrenheit

Just as muscles and nerves do, 
organs also refer pain. A heart 
injury can refer pain into the 
left arm.

Winter-proofing your dog 


the cold for too long, frostbite 
can set in. Frostbite occurs 
when the dog's ears, paws or 
tail get cold enough ice 
crystals form in the tissue and 
causes damage. If you think 
your dog has frostbite, bring it 
into a warm area and soak the 
affected areas with warm water 
for about 20 minutes. In the 
meantime, contact your local 
veterinarian immediately. 

Hypothermia, which occurs 
when the dog's body tempera 
ture goes below normal as a 
result of prolonged exposure to 
cold temperatures, is another 
very real danger during the 
cold winter months. Symptoms 
of hypothermia typically 
include shivering, lethargy, a 
low heart rate, slow breathing 
and unresponsive! If you 
notice any of these symptoms, 
warm the dog immediately and 
contact your veterinarian. 

If your dog needs to stay out 
side for long periods of time, 
make sure he has a dry, warm 
and draft-free doghouse. And 


just like Goldilocks looking for 
a bed, the doghouse should be 
just the right size in order to 
provide warmth and comfort. 

If the doghouse is too large, it 
will not maintain the appropri- 
ate temperatures, if it is too 
small, your dog will be unable 
to move around, thus limiting 
the dog's circulation and reduc- 
ing its ability to keep itself 
warm." 

If you don't have a doghouse 
and have to use your garage for 
shelter, check for antifreeze 
spills and other dangerous ele- 
ments within the dog's reach. 
Antifreeze tastes sweet, and 
some forms of it are toxic to 
animals. 

A dog's internal system works 
extra hard in the cold to main- 
tain appropriate body tempera- 
tures. As such, it needs extra 
fuel to burn and generate heat. 
Also, remember to provide 
plenty of fresh drinking water 
and keep it from freezing. It is 
just as easy to get dehydrated 
in the winter as it is in the sum-

marked comprehension of those 
disciplines as they enter the 
first grade. 

“We are not interested in mov- 
ing’our first grade curriculum 
to- Kindergarten,” Benton told 
parénts during an information- 
al :presentation on March 8th. 
“Please do not believe that.” 

While kindergarten teachers 
currently scramble to fit learn- 
ing programs into a half-day 
class, a full-day program, 
Benton contends, will provide 
fora more relaxed learning 
environment in which lesson 
plans can be explored in full. 

4¥our child deserves a full, 
relaxed day of learning,” 
Benton told parents. ow 

A full-day program, according 
to Benton, would create an 
experience that encourages a 
child to develop to his/her 
fullest, recognizing that each 
child progresses at a different 
rate, » Benton explained that 
many spontaneous “teaching 
moments” are lost in half-day 
programs because teachers are 
under such stringent time con- 
straints. In a full-day environ- 


ment, for example, a teacher 
could cater a lesson plan 
around an item that a student 
picked up on the way into the 
school - a plant, or even an 
insect - and allow the lesson to 
evolve naturally. 

In the spring of 2006, the town 
surveyed incoming  kinder- 
garten parents to gauge their 
reaction to a full-day kinder- 
garten program. The results 
were overwhelmingly one- 
sided. Of the 80 percent that 
responded, 93 percent were in 
favor of a longer day for kinder- 
garten students. The move to 
full-day was strongly supported 
by 73 percent of the respon- 
dents, and was supported by an 
additional .12 percent... 15 per- 
cent were either neutral or dis- 
agreed with a full-day program. 

Many communities in 
Massachusetts looking to move 
to a full-day kindergarten pro- 
gram are not able to afford it, 
but thanks to a state grant 
awarded to the town, 
Wilmington will actually end up 
saving money. 

According to Benton, “The 
purpose of the state-funded 


Transition to Full-Day 
Kindergarten grant is to 
encourage the voluntary expan- 
sion of high-quality, full-day 
kindergarten across 
Massachusetts.” 

The grant, which is contin- 
gent on a full 5-hour day, will 
provide $135,000 for 
Wilmington's transition. That 
grant, along with other state 
funding, and the elimination of 
a mid-day bus run, will result in 
a cost of $14,799 less than that 
town is currently spending on 
the half-day program. The 
grant is a continuation grant 
and Benton has no reason to 
believe that the funds would be 
cut in the foreseeable future. 

“The state has. been funding 
this since 2001 and it has been 
labeled as a priority of this 
Governor,” Benton said. “Do I 
believe that the funds will be 
there next year, and the year 
after that, and the year after 
that? Absolutely.” 

Benton acknowledges that 
there is always a chance that 
the grant could be taken away 
at some point down the road, 
but doesn't consider that possi- 


Nationwide pet food recall 


Tewksbury stores take precautions 


TEWKSBURY - As grocery 
store employees pulled tainted 
pet food from across the coun- 
try, Tewksbury's Market Basket 
did the same. On Saturday, the 
17th, Market Basket officials 
were notified by Menu Foods, 
Inc., an Ontario based private- 
label pet food manufacturer, of 
a massive recall of thousands 
of cans and pouches of pet food, 
including Market Basket's own 
label. 

Menu Foods manufactures pet 
food for 42 different pet food 
brands. The recall, according to 
a statement released by Menu 
Foods, pertains only to “cuts 
and gravy” style food in cans or 
pouches. The pet food was man- 
ufactured at Menu Food's 
Emporia, Kansas facility and 
sold in the United States, 
Mexico and Canada. 

“Menu Food voluntarily 
recalled the products after 
learning of complaints of vom- 
iting and renal failure in dogs 
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some reports limit that state- 
ment to only include cats. 
“Market Basket was notified 
of the recall on Saturday, the 
17th, and we immediately sent 
bulletins to all of our stores by 
phone or e-mail,” said David 
Rainville, Supervisor. of 
Operations for Market Basket. 
“Information about the recall is 
posted in both the cat and dog 
food sections of the store as 
well as at the courtesy booth.” 
Rainville advises customers 
to bring cans or foil pouches of 
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received hundreds of calls. 
We've had a few clients come in 
and run a blood panel to make 
sure that's nothing is going on.” 

“I've been practicing for 10 
years and I've been in the field 
for 18 years. Occasionally 
there's a recalled flavor or 
brand, but never a recall like 
this,” Caruso said. 

Signs of renal failure in ani- 
mals include loss of appetite, 
lethargy, vomiting, drinking too 
much or too little. Concerned 
pet owners are encouraged to

Utilizing 
MWRA water during peak 
usage periods in summer 
months will reduce stress to 
the Ipswich River Watershed, 
and should eliminate the 
town's water shortages. 

Once the town is connected 
to MWRA, Woods expects 
some of the watering bans to 
be lifted. Though unrestrict- 
ed watering of lawns will 
never be seen again in 
Wilmington, and will likely 
become a thing of the past 
throughout the state, it is like- 
ly that residents will be per- 
mitted to water their lawns 
and gardens - so long as they 
adhere to a schedule outlined 
by the town - once the MWRA 
connection is made.

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Tennis players deserve as much as football players do

gate. Headlines screaming about 
potential budget cuts that just 
might affect high school athletes. 
No more girls’ or boys’ tennis. 
You can keep the football and 
hockey teams, but only if Mom 
and Dad can come up with some 
money. The most expensive high 
school sports are threatened with 
dying on the vine, Scare tactics 

reats that began with the 
ind one-half stories when 
I was beating the bushes as Town 
Crier sports editor, when life was 
simpler and kids in need didn't 
worry about where the money for 
the next legitimate after school 
activity would come from. 

Last week the story screamed 
out of Stoneham. Many high 
school sports could be a goner if 
more money can't be found pron- 
to. Why is it that high school kids, 
me1y of whom need a boost of 
self-esteem through their partici- 
pation in athletics, are always 
lined up first on the financial 
chopping block? 

And why is it that the 10 or 12 
athletes that choose a ‘minor’ 
sport like tennis are told to go 
away. The game that you are 
good at is not important enough 
to be kept around at even one 
fourth the cost of a ‘major’ sport 
like football. Is it fair? Is it right? 
‘To me, it is neither. To me, it 
stinks when a kid whose parents 
scramble to work two and three 
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jobs to cobble together $30,000 are 
told that they must come up with 
the dough that they don’t have so 
their kid can do something that 
he or she loves. Here’s a news- 
flash. These parents have mort- 
gages. They already pay property 
taxes that are soaring right 
through the roof that’s over their 
is. They 2 
some more. 
Locally, we 
Wilmington High School no longer 
has a user fee for any sport, and 
the town is reaping the benefits. 
This may be debatable, but 
rewarding young people for a job 
well done sometimes means that 
they shouldn't have to pay a plug 
nickel to display their talents. It 
also means that a freeride to 
some college is right around the 
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corner-a real benefit to parents 
considering the price of a good 
college education is on the rise 
almost everywhere you look. 

‘Tewksbury turned to a marginal 
pay-as-you play system years 
ago, with Athletic Director Bob 
Aylward noting that athletes 
must pay $60.00 per sport, with a 
family maximum of $240.00 per 
year. I say marginal only because 
I'm sure that some parents in 
Tewksbury are forced to give 
their young athletes a choice of 
which sport they like and get the 
most out of each season. The day 
of the three-sport athlete is dwin- 
dling in Tewksbury. I’ve heard 
that one of the reasons might be 
time constraints and the ability 
to concentrate on something that 
the youngster is really good at. 
Athletic specialization in high 
school? Or financial constraints? 
You tell me. 

The real killer is when talk 
show hosts who pull down six-fig- 
ure salaries take to the airwaves 
and say that the tennis team is 
not important. Whether you 
believe it or not, there are people 
out there who still believe that 
girls’ athletics should be the first 
to go. Ridiculous. All you need do 
is look at these pages on a week- 
ly basis to understand how impor- 
tant high school athletics, are to 
young women. This is what I call 
the ‘play football or die’ mentali- 
ty. But, the football team at many 
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high schools is the program that 
brings in the most money at the 
gate. I've heard the theory that 
football is what gives the tennis 
team the chance to still be finan- 
cially viable. So, let's cut out the 
marginal programs so that the 
majority can succeed and enjoy a 
sport? I'm not buying it. I didn’t 
get it when I first was presented 
with this theory years ago, and I 
don’t get it now. So, enlighten me, 
will ya? 

At North Andover High School, 
a state-of-the-art weight room 
that would be the envy of many 
major colleges sits unused on 
most days. When I asked why the 
weight machines sit collecting 
dust, I was told that the school 
couldn't afford to pay someone to 
monitor the athletes that might 
reap the benefits from using this 
equipment. Does it mean that 
someone should step up and con- 
tribute fast before someone with 
political pull decides that this 
room is useless and makes no 
financial sense? User fees could, 
or should solve this problem. 
Maybe. Maybe not. Somehow, I 
think that whatever money that's 
needed to hire someone, it would 
nevér be enough until that town 
dropped the girls’ tennis program 
like some bad habit. 

Since leaving these pages sever- 
al years ago, I've spent countless 
hours sitting in rooms volunteer- 
ing to give advice and assist peo- 
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ple in need of a helping hand. 
Housing, affordable. medication, 
health insurance and simple life 
skills, Did many of them legiti- 
mately need help? Yes. Did many 
of them abuse the system and ask 
for more while taking what was 
available away from others? Most 
definitely, yes. The sense of enti- 
tlement runs rampant in a.sys- 
tem that has shifted smoothly 
from the welfare line to the direct 
deposit SSDI check. Finally, 
when there was little or no appre- 
ciation for what was available 
through government resources, I 
left, plain and simple- and I came 
back to where all the positive 
stuff was. 

It’s sad to be hopeless or help- 
less, but when you are both and 
can’t admit that you are either, 
well let's just say that it’s not a 
good situation. It’s a situation 
that thankfully, doesn’t involve 
many high school athletes. 

I have rarely, if ever, heard a 
young athlete ask for more if 
there wasn’t a good reason. 
These kids give back to the com- 
munity. Do you think the 
Wilmington High School girls’ 
basketball and hockey teams did- 
n't give someone around here a 
nice day with another entertain- 
ing victory? If you said that you 
don’t care, or don’t get what I'm 
talking about, don’t talk to me. 
Just get in line with the helpless 
and the hopeless, those that are 
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unwilling to give anything back to 
anyone, even when they are phys- 
ically able. 

Unfortunately, when the par- 
ents pay the financial freight, 
frustrations build when their 
youngster is cut from the team, 
or the kid’s playing time is dimin- 
ished. A friend of mine was pay- 
ing $4,000 a season for his kid to 
play hockey. And that was years 
ago. No wonder the guy pulled a 
nutty when his kid got cut from 
the high school hockey team. 

What that parent did back then 
was make a choice. He paid the 
freight of his own free will. He 
paid because he wanted to give 
the athlete a positive experience, 
He paid because that’s what 
Dad’s do. He finally lost some 
perspective on the entire deal 
when his finances and hopes 
were blown out of the water. Did 
the player enjoy his time on the 
ice before his hockey career 
ended prematurely? You bet he 
did. He played the game and he 
lost. That was a good life lesson 
that his Dad paid for, which was 
his right.

“(That’s) simply amazing,” 
said Molloy. 

Judge had to sit out most of 
the soccer season because she 
tore muscle off her hip bone 
and after recovering from that 
injury, she’s come back on fire 
with a tremendous indoor sea 
son. In the high jump, she fin- 
ished first at the MVC Meet, 
second at the Class.B State 
Meet, 6th in the entire state, 
second at the New England 
Meet and now 8th in the entire 
nation.

300 is a mythical embell- 
ishment of ancient history 
that paints the screen red 
and even squeezes in some 
crazy critters. 

300 weaves a bit of politi- 
cal intrigue between the bat- 
tle sequences, most of it 
involving the corrupt Theron 
(Dominic West) and the 
deformed traitor Ephialtes 
(Andrew Tiernan) 

The bulk of the movie is 
devoted to highly stylized 
combat. Spears and swords 
tear into flesh. Persian ele- 


phants go flying off cliffs. 
Xerxes sends wave after 
wave of fighters against the 
Spartans, only to see them 
punctured and hacked to bits. 

It oozes testosterone, 
brought to life in vivid layers 
of virtual scenery.
